Papering Damp Walls. 
An excellent and comparatively in 
expensive way to paper dam p walls Is 
the following: Paint corrugated card­ 
board, such as Is sold for packing 
liottlos, etc,, on lioth sides with as­ 
phalt varnish and fix it whin dried 
w ith five eig h th s Inch tin tacks to the 
damp wall so that the smooth surface 
is directed toward the r<*om and the 
corrugations run from ceiling to floor 
against the w all 
At the floor level 
one half Inch should be left uncovered. 
The cardboard should then be covered 
with coarse hessians or other packing 
material, on which a plain covering 
paper and lastly the wall hangings 
may Is* pasted.

Fuel was added to the 
fire by George Vining, the lessee of the 
theater, who was playing the part of 
Tom Robinson aud who made a most 
imprudent speech, in whieb he prat 
Really insulted every critic present, 
with the result that the theater was 
left severely alone by the press for 
many months. 
The play, however, 
turned out to be a popular success 
and had. for those days, the pbenom 
eual run of 140 performances.
